The hero of this story, though no

OR. J. R. DOBYN8 DEAD 



A txlkgkam apprises us of the 
death of Dr. J. R. Dobyns, Superin- 
tendent of the Arkansas Institution 
at Uttle Rock, Ark., on Friday, 
January 4th, at two o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

Dr. Dobyns was one of the 
veterans of the profession, and 
taught the deaf continuously for 
over forty years, interrupted only 
for a few years, while he was Presi- 
dent of a Presbyterian College in 
one of tbe Southern States. His 
early experience in teaching the 
deaf was gained in the State Schools 
of Missouri and Texas, and for more 
than thirty years he was Superin- 
tendent of tbe Mississippi School for 
the Deaf, at Jackson. About four 
years ago, he became Superinten- 
dent of tbe Arkansas School, where 
he was repeating his former experi- 
ences as a successful Superintendent. 
Dr. Dobyns was one of tbe most 
active of Superintendents in his at- 
tendance and earnest participation 
on the councils and all professional 
Conventions and Conferences. 

One of his annual customs might 
well be imitated by other schools, 
that of having an expert in deaf- 
mute education deliver an address 
on Gallaudet Day— December 10th. 
So pastes one more of tbe good 
men who have carved their names 
Indelibly in tbe annals of the Deaf. 



Dbar Editor Hodg in the 

February 1923 issue of the Buff and 
Blue I called for " an expression of 
opinion in regard to a plan to appeal 
to all the deaf and thtir friends for 
contributions." In the December 
27th issue of the Journal, Mr. 
Theo. C. Mueller ex '94, and ex '95, 
argues against the proposition to 
use tbe proceeds of this Fund to 
build a Memorial Hall on Kendall 
Green in honor of Dr. E. M. Gal- 
laudet I asked for bread and Mr. 
Mueller bas given me a stone. 

It may be of interest to note that 
the Fund had its inception on the 
70th birthday anniversary of Dr 
Gallaudet in 1907. The " Committee 
on Testimonial " of the Alumni As 
social ion stated " that this Fund 
shall be held permanently and its 
income u*ed to f'irthur the lot 
of Gallaudet College." Various 
propositions for the use of the Fund 
were advanced during tbe next ten 
years, but no particular plan could 
be hit upon. In 19/7 the balance of 
the Fund amounted to about $1,100, 
and with the belief that contribu 
tions would flow in more freely when 
a definite objeet had been "decided 
upon, the Alumni Association at its 
Hartford meeting voted " that the 
Trustees be authorized to use the 
income from the Fund for any pur- 
pose that, in their judgment will 
benefit the College." 

Therefore, the Trustees, Dr. 
Hotchkiss, Dr. Fox and myself- 
after considering the matter fully 
decided that tbe erection of a 
Memorial Hall on Kendall Green 
would please Dr Gallaudet more 
than anything else were he still living. 
A campaign was at once started 
among the Alumni to draw in con- 
tributions with the above object in 
view. The result is that the Fund 
now amounts to about $9,000. 

In commenting on the obj' 
the Fund tbe late Dr. Fay bad the 
following to say : " Almost every 
college and university that is y 
for anything has at least one builciing 
to which the alumni can point n 
pride and say ' We gave that: " 

Feeling thot all tbe deaf have 
been immensely benefited by Dr. 
Gallaudet's life work, and 
by his strong advocacy of the sign 
language, the Ways and Means 
Committee proposes to invit* 
to have a share in thus honoring Dr, 
Gallaudet. The College antbori- 
ties, the Alumni Association, the 
N. A D , and the Missouri Alumni 
Association have endorsed this idea, 
and as soon as other Funds now be- 
fore tbe deaf are disposed of a cam- 
paign will be started. 

If every graduate of the C<> 
there are over ovef 400 would con- 
tribute $50 (a very small sum com- 
pared with the benefits rec 
tbe sum of $20,000 would be brought 
in. Many have given more 
this, many can give more and 
will give more. If tbe more than 



properly instructing them, and most 
of all would be an eloquent and 
practical testimonial of the gratitude 
of the American deaf to Dr. Gal 
lander for his life work. Many 
have addmitted that they owe what- 
ever success thai may have attained 
to the influence of Dr. Gallaudet. 
All the deaf are indebted to him 
either directly or indirectly. 

Let everybody make a New Year's 
resolution to boost the Fund, first, 
by 'contributing to it, and second, 
by urging others to contribute.
